1 . are the inventors of the above-identified application; 

2. reduced to practice, prior to August 20, 1 999, the earliest effective filing 
date of U.S. Patent 6,197,912, the invention embodied by the claims of the present 
application; 

3. evidence of reduction to practice is embodied by laboratory notebook 
pages, attached herewith as Exhibit A, which are incorporated in the present application as 
working Examples 1 and 2. These laboratory notebook pages were prepared by Beth Raper, a 
laboratory technician who performed the experiments under our supervision. The dates of the 
laboratory notebook pages have been redacted but are earlier than August 20, 1 999; 
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4. the experiments summarized in the laboratory notebook pages, which 



appear in the present application as Examples 1 and 2, establish reduction to practice of the 
method of preparing secondary amino isobutylalkoxysilanes, N-ethyl-3-trimethyoxysilyl-2- 
methylpropaneamine and N-ethyl-diethoxymemylsilyl-2-methylpropaneamine, by 
hydrosilating a secondary methallylamine, N-emylmethallyamine, with 
hydridroalkoxysilanes, trimethoxysilane and meroyldiethoxysilane, respectively, in the 
presence of an effective amount of a hydrosilation catalyst, platinum tris(divinyltetramethyl 
disiloxane)diplatimun (0) (5% Pt content in toluene); and
